N Associated Press story carried in its subscribers’ 
papers on March 24 reported results of a survey 
taken by Dr. Daniel A. Poling, editor of The Chris- 
tian Herald, which indicated that “more than four 
million Roman Catholics have become Protestants in 
this country in the last ten years—nearly four times 
the number of conversions to Catholicism.” 
On that same day Archbishop John F. Noll, D.D., 
editor of Our Sunday Visitor, submitted the follow- 
ing comment to the Associated Press: 


“One editor, we believe, expects observations 
from another editor when the subject discussed is of 
mutual interest . 


“Our editors saw the canfidential letter sent out 
by the former to a large cross-section of Protestant 
ministers of all denominations. In that letter he ob- 
served that the Catholic Church boasts of having 
converted more than 1,000,000 Protestants in the past 
ten years. Instead of boasting, prelates of the Cath-

there are not ten times that many. If 4,000,000 Cath- 
olics embraced Protestantism during the past ten 
years, or an average of 400,000 a year, it would mean 
that only two converts were received by each of the 
181,000 Protestant pastors each year. 

“There are only 15,000 Catholic parishes in the 
United States and if they in the aggregate had 
100,000 converts from Protestantism it would mean 
nearly seven converts for each Catholic pastor. 


“If there are not many more converts to Cath- 
olicity it is due to the fact that it is much more diffi- 
cult for a Protestant to embrace Catholicity than for 
a Catholic to embrace Protestantism. The leakage 
from the Catholic Church is due chiefly to mixed 
marriages and even more to the fact that those auto- 
matically put themselves out of the Catholic Church 
who remarry after civil divorce. Most Protestant 
churches are willing to receive them. 


“Then in a national survey taken by a Chicago 


church members are twice as active in trying to win 
converts as Catholics are. Fifty-nine out of 100 of 
the former have tried to win converts, while only 28 
Catholics among 100 have done so. 


“Catholicism is 80% urban while Protestantism 
prevails chiefly in rural areas and in towns under 
5,000 population. Those Catholics who live in these 
rural areas often have no resident priests nor even a 
church of their faith. They are most frequently mar- 
ried to non-Catholics and themselves embrace 
their religion. 

“The 10,000,000 re-married divorcees in the 
United States and members of several oath-bound 
secret societies under the Church’s ban could not 
become Catholics if they wished. People are not 
taken into the Catholic Church in large groups. 
Everyone goes through a long course of religious in- 
struction and even then could not be received into 
the Catholic Church unless he declares that he sin-

[F infidels reject God, it is be- 
cause they visualize Him only 
with a club in His hands.

“Do I not fill heaven and 
earth?” He asks in the Bible 
(Jeremias 23:24). Note those 
words: not “a part” of heaven 
and earth. He does not say 
“Half of me is in heaven and 
the other half on earth.” No— 
He is all in heaven and all on 
earth. “I fill”—present tense, 
not past or future. Hence He 
is right now present to all 
things both by His knowledge 
and by His essence. 

There is also what we know 
as the sacramental presence of 
God. When the priest goes on a 
sick-call he has Our Lord in his 
heart but he also has Him in 
the pyx. If someone were to 
stop him and ask, “Show me 
Christ,” the priest could not 
take Him out of his heart, but 
he could withdraw the pyx, 
snap open the case, and show 
God to his friend under the 
appearances of bread. That is 
the meaning of “sacramental” 
—visible, tangible, audible, ap- 
parent to the senses. 

But the presence of God in 
our soul through’ sanctifying 
grace, while it is none the less 
real, is of a different sort. We 
must not think of God en- 
shrined there as He is in the 
monstrance or in the tabernacle. 
He is in our soul as our soul is 
in our body. That is, the Holy 
Ghost fills our soul and just as

While the total number of ex- 
pellee priests is large it is still 
insufficient for the care of the 
approximately 4,000,000 tholic 
expellees that came into West 
Germany. 

There exists in Germany an or- 
ganization much like the Catholic 
Church Extension Society in this 
country. It is called the St. Boni- 
face Society, named after the 
Bishop who was first sent to Ger- 
many to evangelize the country 13 
centuries ago. Unlike the Catholic 
Church Extension Society, the St. 
Boniface Society has about 600,000 
dues-paying members. In addition 
to receipts from the members an 
annual collection is taken up in 
all the parishes. 

This Society, since the end of 
the currency reform of June 21, 
1948—or within about five years— 
has built 400 churches in areas 
where church buildings were need- 
ed to accommodate Catholics pour- 
ing into Western Germany from 
the East.

Christian Meaning Of History 
Portrayed By Suffering, Defeat 


Notre Dame — “The | 
meaning of history is portrayed | 
through the defeat and suffering 
of countless civilizations and coun- 
tries and their struggle for regen- 
eration,” the Rev. Martin D’Arcy, 
SJ. famous English philosopher 
and lecturer, told his audience of 
students and faculty members 
March 23 at St. Mary’s College, 
here. 

Author of. several profound 
books, Father D’Arcy spoke on the 
“Christian View of History,” the 
subject of his latest book which 
he is currently preparing for pub- 
Father D’Arcy believes 
that the Christian era is repeated 
in each generation through suf- 
fering defeat and then arising 
anew. 

“Since historians cannot ap- 
proach the secrets of men’s lives, 
they must rely on surface history,” 
Father D’Arcy contended. Each 
person, unique in himself, has his 
own history, which we know little 
about, and the philosophy of his- 
tory is based on a few selected in- 
dividuals, Father D’Arcy says. 

He maintains that each all-im- 
portant person is faced with the 
Immense responsibility of facing 
the challenge of choosing between 
good and evil.
